1 . (Currently Amended) One or more processor-accessible storage media comprising 
processor-executable instructions that, when executed, direct a device to perform actions 
comprising: 

accepting a plurality of files, each file of the plurality of files corresponding to a 
respective file type and including source code, wherein at least two files have different file types; 

associating a build provider with each file of the plurality of files in accordance with die 
corresponding respective file type; 

accessing a data structure that maps respective file types of the plurality of file types to 
respective build providers of a plurality of build providers: 

ascertaining the source code of each file of the plurality of files via the associated build 
provider, and 

compiling the ascertained source code of each file of the plurality of files into an 
assembly. 
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
